High time such ao start was made. 

With an in- 
ceasantly expanding circumference 
ft remains static, wellenigh bogged, 
at the centre, We all know what 
the traffic blocks In the streets are 
like even now.

To help in averting any such 
sentenco of doom.must be the wish 
and the ambition of us all. I be- 
lieve ft can bo averted if we plan 
ahead comprehensively and couraye- 
ously, but not otherwise. To get 
the ercative and constructive minds 
among us working on a scheme to 
make the London of 1960 a fit 
place. to’ live in—that fs our 
problem. : 

My own contribution to- this 
many-sided isaue is based.on the 
self-evident fact that what we most 
necd is a serics of brond avenues 
running from the outskirts of the 
capital to its central parts. .

To help in averting any such 
sentence of doom must be the wish 
and the ambition: of us alt. I be- 
Heve it can be averted if we plan 
ahead comprehensively and courage- 
ously, but not otherwise. To get 
the creative and constructive minds 
nmong us Working on a scheme to 
make the London of 1950 oa fit 
place to'’-live- in—that- is:. our 
problem. ~ - ne 

My own contribution to this 
miny-sided issue is based on the 
self-evident fact that what we most’ 
necd fs a series of broad avenues 
running ‘from the outskirts of the 
enpital to its central parts, 

Such avenues alrendy exist, but 
not in the form of streets. They 
exist in the form of railway. cut- 
tings, that have been -cloven here, 
there, and everywhere to the very 
vitals of the city. .
